Justin Plackowski was a well-liked third-grader 
who loved reading books about superheroes 
and making his classmates laugh. 

Olivia Dworakowski, a kindergartner, got 
lost on her first day at school this fall, but she 
then had a friendly lunch with the police offi- 
cers who found her. 

Many in Naperville struggled to focus on 
those details and not the scene of “unimagina- 
ble horror” that prosecutors laid out Thursday 
in describing how Justin’s mother, Elzbieta M. 
Plackowska, allegedly killed the two children. 

“The school staff will help the students cele- 
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brane Jiscin ina way thar is App priate: hor gheeir 
Ape,” soidl Sasan FE, Rice, director of comrouini- 
cations of Naperville Comeunity Unit Schl 
District 203. 

Wearing a yellow jail jumpsuit and showing 
no emotion, Plackowska spoke up only twice, to 
confirm her identity and to say she couldn’t af- 
ford an attorney, during an appearance in DuPage 
County Circuit Court, where she was denied 
bail. Plackowska, 40, of Naperville, is charged 
with two counts of first-degree murder and faces 
mandatory natural life in prison if convicted. 

Questions about the gruesome crime, discov- 
ered just after 10 p.m. Tuesday by police on the 
800 block of Quin Court, plagued neighbors, 
relatives and other residents of the suburb. 

In bond court Thursday, prosecutors offered 
a chilling account of how Plackowska allegedly 
stabbed 7-year-old Justin 100 times as he plead- 
ed for his life and told his mother he loved her. 

The suspect then allegedly stabbed 5-year-old 
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Olivis, whem she ways baby-sirnimg, abit 5 
tinves because she was a witness. The gard akin 
begged dor her lite, prasecuters said, 

The slain girl’s mother, WLarta Crwcrakowski, 
declined to comment Thursilay wher reached 
on the phone. “I’m not ready ti talk to anyone 
yet,” she said. 

According to prosecutors, Justin acl Olivia 
were told to get ready far bed Tiesdlay, bur in- 
stead began jumping on the bedl in che miysrer 
bedroom of Olivia’s town hame on (Quin Comact, 

Plackowska went to the kitchen ta ger a 
knife, then entered the bedrowm and. ordered 
the children to kneel and pray; prosecutors said, 

“She told Justin he was going to heaven to- 
night,” DuPage County Stite's Attorney Robert 
Berlin said. 

Two family dogs also were stabbed to death 
in the rampage, officials said, Police said they 
recovered two knives, one im the kitchen sink, 
the blade bent backward.

Storm cleanup reveals bodies 


NEW YORK Sandy’s grim death toll mounted Thursday as survivors 
| 6] struggled to regain a semblance of the normalcy that the storm 
swept away this week when it struck the Northeast. 

The storm was blamed for the deaths of 157 people —at least 88 of them 
in the US., two in Canada and 67 in the Caribbean. 

The bodies of two children were found Thursday. The boys, ages 2 and 
4, had been riding with their mother on Staten Island when the storm 
surge swamped their SUV, authorities said. 

They were found Thursday morning “maybe a block or two from where 
{their mother] lost them,” borough President James Molinaro said. 

Also on Staten Island, John Filipowicz, 51, and his 20-year-old son, John, 
were found dead under debris in the basement of their home, which had 
been swamped by the storm surge, authorities told CNN affiliate WCBS. 

Sandy claimed at least 37 lives in New York City, Mayor Michael Bloom- 
berg told reporters Thursday. 

That toll included 13-year-old Andrea Dresch, whose body was pulled 
from the debris of a house on Staten Island that was swallowed by a tidal 
surge, authorities told WCBS. Her father was among the missing, silive. 
com reported. 

While some mourned, others focused on the struggle facing the liv- 
ing—as authorities in nine states worked to restore basic services such as

3 officials charged in 
Sandusky scandal 


Three former Penn State University of- 

ficials— including ex-President Graham 
Spanier—have been charged with conspiring 
to cover up years of sexual abuse against chil- 
dren by former football coach Jerry Sandusky. 

Spanier, along with former Athletic Direc- 
tor Tim Curley and ex-Vice President Gary 
Schultz, each face the same eight counts re- 
lated to the Sandusky scandal, including per- 
jury, conspiracy and endangering the welfare 
of children, Pennsylvania Attorney General 
Linda Kelly announced Thursday. 

Curley and Schultz are scheduled for a pre- 
liminary arraignment at Magisterial District 
Judge William C. Wenner’s office at 2 p.m. 
Friday, and Spanier’s preliminary arraign- 
ment is slated for 9:30 a.m. Wednesday at the 
same judge’s office, according to Pennsylva- 
nia courts spokesman Jim Koval. Each of the 
three men is expected to attend his arraign- 
ment, Koval said. 

This is the first time Spanier has been 
charged in the wake of the scandal, which 
started unfolding publicly a year ago.

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Washington 
challenged 
by dark role

Denzel Washington always has had a recurring 
dream about flying, but it has nothing to do with 
piloting an airplane like he does in “Flight.” 

“I’ve had it for most of my life,” Washington 
said during a recent press conference in Beverly 
Hills, Calif. “I somehow always end up near the 
city and I go underneath bridges and I’d stay un- 
der them. The other part of the dream is I just 
take off forever. I don’t know what it means!” 

When you're a two-time Oscar winner who is 
whipping up buzz for playing a commercial air- 
line pilot with addiction issues, you’re allowed to 
let your subconscious soar a bit. 

In “Flight,” opening Friday, we’re introduced 
to Washington’s character, Whip Whitaker, dur- 
ing a night when his sleeping aids were a flight at- 
tendant, drugs and Jack Daniels. In the morning, 
he snorts a little cocaine and steps into the cock- 
pit. When his aircraft malfunctions, Whip lands 
the plane with only six casualties. 

His actions make Whip equal parts hero and 
scumbag, or as Washington says —complex. 

“This was an adventure,” Washington said. 
“Starting with the screenplay and the collabora- 
tion with the filmmaker, getting a chance to fly 
around in flight simulators, hanging upside down 
in a plane and playing a drunk...” 

Don Cheadle, who plays Whip’s attorney, 
thinks that Washington was relentless in explor- 
ing the darker side of his character. 

“I think when you cast somebody like Den- 
zel in a part like this you can expect to see a real 
willingness on his part to go to some pretty un- 
comfortable places,” he said. “Everyone wants to 
be thought of as the good guy. But Whip’s got to 
unleash some demons to let this happen and in 
the process let the audience see the darker side.” 

Washington says Whip is one of those roles he 
just couldn’t turn down. 

“T had to be a part of it,” he said. “It was on the 
page—the guts, the pain, the tears.”

From her home in L.A., Velazquez talked 
about telling her parents about the nude scene, 
wanting to be seen as more than a pretty face 
and why people shouldn’t take issue with So- 
fia’s fondness for Ruxin on “The League.” 


What did your parents say when you told 
them the first thing they'll see in “Flight” is 
you and Denzel Washington sans clothing? 
My mom was horrified for about five sec- 
onds. {Laughs.} And my dad in the back- 
ground was like, “No, you didn’t. No, you 
didn’t.” I said, “Yes, I did.” And then I said, 
“Just be late. Just be late for the movie.” 


What tips, if any, did Denzel Washington 
give you? 

He doesn’t rehearse so one of the things he 
said to me was, “Don’t rehearse. Life isn’t 
about being rehearsed. It’s about the mo- 
ment. ... You never know what’s going to hap- 
pen in the moment because you just never 
know what the next moment is.”

When you're rehearsing you get 
really inspired in the beginning, but then it 
becomes repetitious and you lose the magic. 
How do you get the magic again? The magic 
happens when you're not pushing it.

Stuck in first gear 


Boy, motion-capture 
technology has 

come a long way. 

In “Flight,” that re- 
ally looks like Denzel 
Washington. 

Just kidding. For 
the first time since 
2000's “Cast Away,” 
Chicago-native direc- 
tor Robert Zemeckis 
(“Forrest Gump”) 
returns to the land of 
the living. Following 
failed motion-capture 
experiments “The Polar Express” and “A 
Christmas Carol,” he’s chosen to direct a 
script from a guy whose credits include “Real 
Steel” and “Summer Catch.” Maybe that’s 
why the already overrated “Flight” lands 
sooner than it should. 

Washington stars as a pilot known as 
Whip, whose alcoholism and drug abuse 
apparently haven't previously resulted in 
problems on the job. The vodka and cocaine 
do nothing to hinder his ability to perform 
a brilliant maneuver and save all but six of

102 passengers and crew when the plane 
malfunctions in mid-air. As a lawyer from 
Chicago (Don Cheadle) indicates, death re- 
quires responsibility, so he works to suppress 
Whip’s toxicology report that would almost 
certainly send him to prison for manslaugh- 
ter—despite the 96 lives he saved. 

It’s great to see Washington returning to a 
role with something underneath the bluster, 
but “Flight” has no mystery. We know what 
Whip did. The question is only whether his 
guilt or addiction will affect whether he gets 
caught. His relationship with Nicole (Kelly 
Reilly), a heroin addict he meets in a hospital 
stairwell, couldn’t be less convincing, and the 
movie shows little interest in Nicole’s drug 
problem. Compared to the recent “Smashed” 
(among many other similar tales), the presen- 
tation of addiction in “Flight” looks awfully 
superficial, focusing only on the need to 
recognize you have a problem and suggesting 
that it’s smooth sailing from there.

asks him to act, not just save the day. (The

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Catherine Keener takes another bow in A Late Quartet’

It’s a tough question. But Catherine Keener 
laughs at the tough questions. So here goes. 

In her new film, “A Late Quartet,” Keener, 
Christopher Walken, Philip Seymour Hoff- 
man and Mark Ivanir portray members of a 
famous string quartet. They're shown in sev- 
eral scenes, rehearsing together or performing 
Beethoven in concert— four non-musician ac- 
tors, sawing away at violins, a viola (Keener’s 
character’s instrument) and a cello. 

An accomplished quartet—the Brentano 
String Quartet—does the playing we hear on 
the film’s soundtrack. But what did the actors 
playing on stage actually sound like? Cats be- 
ing tortured? Broken glass dragged across a 
blackboard? 

Keener cackles. “Oh, you could recognize 
the pieces we were supposed to be playing.

“But we weren't playing zo speed, so to speak.” 

On a simple technical level, pretending 
to play an instrument on film still is a pretty 
tricky proposition. The old studio tricks of

hiding the hands or substituting the hands of 
a great musician don’t fool modern audiences. 
Keener’s 13-year-old son plays the cello, and 
she knew from watching him that this wasn’t 
going to be easy. 
“We studied for a couple of months, all of 
us, before attempting it,” says Keener, who 
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has no musical background. “The hardest 
thing was just learning how to hold the bow. 
But when I cracked that code, it was a fantas- 
tic moment. That gives you the confidence 
and with confidence you start to learn to play. 
You don’t want to just be a dilettante about it, 
even if that’s what you are. I wanted to be able

Disney laps Pixar 


Anyone who has ever 
possessed a weak- 
ness for candy and/ 
or video games will 
want to jump inside 
“Wreck-It Ralph,” a 
sweet, colorful 3-D 
animated feature 
that finds Disney passing its stuck-in-a-rut 
partners at Pixar (“Cars 2,” “Brave”). 

Like “Toy Story,” “Ralph” focuses on what 
non-living entertainment items do once 
people leave the premises. Looking kind of 
like Colin Farrell if he gained a lot of weight, 
9-foot-tall, 600-pound Ralph (voiced by John 
C. Reilly) has had it with being the bad guy 
in “Fix It Felix Jr.,” a “Rampage”-looking, 
30-year-old arcade game that features happy- 
go-lucky carpenter Felix (Jack McBrayer) 
using a magic hammer to repair the damage 
Ralph causes. This earns Felix a building full 
of fans (who give him pie) and Ralph a lonely 
post-work existence, when he retreats to a 
dump in which he sleeps against a stump ona 
pile of bricks. 

The solution, Ralph thinks, will be hopping 
into a game called “Hero’s Duty” and proving 
to the folks in “Fix It Felix” that not only good 
guys can win medals. There he encounters 
aworld full of evil bugs and a tough-talking 
sergeant (Jane Lynch) with a tragic backstory. 
Later, in a polar opposite setting that looks 
like a pre-Russell Brand Katy Perry video,

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Ralph enters a candy go-kart game called 
“Sugar Rush” and develops a rocky relation- 
ship with Vanellope (Sarah Silverman), who is 
ostracized for being a “glitch.” 

The result looks like a delightful video game 
crossover episode, where unemployed Q-Bert 
begs for money and Sonic the Hedgehog 
warns, “If you die outside your own game, you 
don’t regenerate. Game over.” The sporadi- 
cally funny script from Phil Johnston (“Cedar 
Rapids”) and Jennifer Lee works too hard to 
generate kids’ giggles, relying too heavily on 
“duty” sounding the same as “doody” and jokes 
such as Ralph telling a character who is stuck 
to something to “stick around.” 

Yet “Wreck-It Ralph” proves surprisingly 
fresh and agile, especially considering the 
increasingly common animated film storyline 
of villains who want to show their softer side 
(“Despicable Me,” “Megamind”). Ralph has to 
learn to love himself; Vanellope must triumph 
over her game’s group-think. Viewers of all 
ages can enjoy the message that feeling left 
out may come from a misunderstanding or 
other people’s issues, not because you need to 
change. The movie finds fun in friendship and 
playing with food, so you're forgiven if you 
focus on the cupcakes and chocolate lakes.

Sarah Silverman has built her career largely 
on raunchy jokes about sex and other decid- 
edly adult topics. So it may come as a surprise 
that a woman famous for an R-rated song 
about sleeping with Matt Damon and for 
pro-Obama viral videos is voicing the role of 
an adorable 9-year-old girl in a Disney family 
film. 

The animated flick, “Wreck-It Ralph,” hits 
theaters Friday. The titular character, a video 
game toon named Wreck-It Ralph (John C. 
Reilly), is tired of always being the bad guy. He 
goes on a game-hopping journey to prove he 
can play the hero. 

Silverman plays the precocious Vanellope 
von Schweetz who lives in the candy-themed 
racing game “Sugar Rush.” Considered a 
“glitch” by the other kids because she flick 
ers, Vanellope is an outcast who just wants a 
chance to race with the other girls. 

At first glance, the casting of a stand-up 
comic like Silverman might seem an odd 
choice. But Silverman said she knows all 
about the tough-on-the-outside/sensitive-on- 
the-inside Vanellope. 

“I relate to everything about her,” the

41-year-old said of her character. “I know this 
girl. The scrappiness and the feeling of being 
on the outside, looking in and wanting to play. 
And that what we are most ashamed of—the 
‘glitch’ in each of us—can be our super power, 
our greatest asset, if we let it.” 

In Silverman’s case, she cites her bed-wet- 
ting as her own “glitch,” which she chronicled 
in her 2010 memoir, “The Bedwetter: Stories 
of Courage, Redemption, and Pee.” 


“I was a bedwetter until I was in my teens,” 
she said. “[I took something] from my child- 
hood that I thought would be my greatest 
shame and let it inform the greatest part 
of my life. I went in to comedy and was not 
scared because I had suffered great humilia- 
tions growing up. Bombing in front of strang- 
ers on stage? Who cares!” 

Silverman said she was excited to poten- 
tially become a role model to kids, “especially 
girls,” via Vanellope. The cartoonish perkiness 
that’s part of her persona already has landed 
Silverman guest spots on kids’ shows like “Yo 
Gabba Gabba.” 

Next up, she’s planning on filming a spe- 
cial—her first in seven years—for HBO that 
will involve both stand-up and film pieces. 

Although Silverman points out that she'll 
never feel “total job security” in her profes- 
sion—for example, her NBC pilot “Susan 313” 
wasn't picked up for the fall season—she calls 
her ability to work in comedy, make videos 
and perform stand-up as “the gift that keeps 
on giving.” 

‘As long as I always work on it, change it, 
be willing to bomb, recalibrate who I am and 
reflect that on stage, it can last.”

How to be a good

What a week for 
bad behavior. While 
Denzel Washington’s

He also attempts to poison 
the raccoons digging up his lawn and gets in 
all kinds of hot water with his crazy cat-lady 
neighbor (Laura Linney, giving dimension to

the page). Meanwhile, his friend, Lincoln 
(Dennis Haysbert), who only knows about 
the good things Jeff does for him, still sees 
his pal as a saint. 

Still exploring morality eight years after 
“Mean Creek,” writer-director Jacob Aaron 
Estes incorporates predictable and/or con- 
trived developments as one questionable 
decision begets another until major conse- 
quences result. Jeff’s visions of raccoons also 
spin the darkly comic tone closer to oddball 
farce. However, “The Details” doesn’t suc- 
cumb to easy changes in lifestyle or messages 
about truth. Estes knows karma sometimes 
takes a while to come around, and doing the 
right thing can be a foggy concept.

Any rapper can star in a movie, but star- 
ring, directing, co-writing and co-scoring a 
studio film? Even for a man who calls direc- 
tors Quentin Tarantino and Eli Roth friends, 
that’s almost unheard of within the hip-hop 
world.

When did you start writing “Man With the 
Iron Fists”? 

I first put pen to paper, so to speak, in 2005. 
I didn’t know how to write screenplays and 
went for it and got 90 pages myself. I told 
the story to Eli [Roth], who loved it but said, 
“Executives aren't going to get this, so let’s 
fix this up.” He spent over a year fixing it 
with me. 


What did Eli add to the script? 

Proper character development, character 
introduction. He said it was in my head but I 
didn’t know how to put it on paper. He knew 
how to pull it out of me and put it on paper. 


Quentin Tarantino seems like a chatterbox. 
Do you have to shush him during movies? 
We're similar guys. You might have to tell 
both of us to shush. What I like about him 
the most is he’s the only person who laughs 
when I laugh. Nobody ever laughed when 

I laughed, but I found someone else who 
laughed at that moment. He gets it too. 


You were friends with Russell Crowe after 
working with him on 2010’s “The Next Three 
Days.” Were you nervous about approach- 
ing him with “Iron Fists”? 

Yeah, I was. But I believed in the script and 
the story. He had doubts, of course. He ain’t 
no comedian or kung fu fighter. He’s one 

of the best actors alive. Yeah, it took some 
convincing. 


Do you want to take a break from directing 
after you’re done promoting “Iron Fists”? 
Directing is such a high. It’s the hardest job 
ever, but I really love doing it. Directing is 
like my new girl—and I’m in love.

What to bring: “Any red goes wonder- 
fully with the braised lamb shank,” 
manager Nathan Godfrey said. The 
dish is served with rosemary-sea- 
soned yukon gold potatoes and a mix 
of roasted carrots, celery, broccoli and 
cauliflower ($19.50). Pinot grigio, sau- 
vignon blanc or other white wines pair 
well with linguine and sauteed cod 
with a slightly sweet tomato sauce 
($13.50). Just don’t expect fancy stem- 
ware: Because of the trattoria’s rustic 
(and therefore a bit uneven) tabletops, 
wine is served in small water-sized 
glasses to curb spills. 

Bonus beverage: Diners who prefer 
vodka to vino can mix it with San 
Pellegrino’s lemon- or orange-flavored 
sodas ($3).

What to bring: Hearty red wines make a smart match for chef 
Oliver Valenzuela’s beef short ribs ($15), which are served with 
balsamic glaze, root veggies and horseradish-laced mashed pota- 
toes. Dry whites will help cut the subtle spice of appetizers such as 
Gulf shrimp with avocado salad and roasted piquillo pepper sauce 
($6.50). For a sweet finale, stow away a coffee stout or porter to sip 
with the dessert egg roll stuffed with cinnamon apples, pineapple 
and raisins ($5). 

BYOB until: Forever. Valenzuela and his wife Marcy, who run the 
restaurant together, don’t have plans to add liquor.
